group of LA cops. 
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To compensate for Arnie’s absence, director Stepher 
Hopkins (Nightmare on Elm Street V) fills the screen with 
as many spectacular stunts and explosions as he can, 
rushing around in all directions with his steadicam. 
Sometimes this gives us too much of a good thing (as in 
the exhausting opening scene, where we don’t know 
enough about the characters yet to know or care > whe is 
being shot or blown up!), but it certainly pays off in the 
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
